THE UNIVERSITY.

We sincerely trust the Legislature
will maturely consider the bill mow
penditiz Béfore it in regard to the
University.

The purpose of the bill is simply to
provide for the restoration of the fund
arising from the sale of the land sorip
donated to the State of North Oarelina
by the Federal Goveérpment for the
purpose of establishing schools for the
promotion of learning necessary for
those engaged in agriculture and the
mechanic arts. The State bound her-
self in the most solemn manner, to
keep the principal of that fund intact
by making good any loss that might
ocecur, and to appropriate the inter-
est arising therefrom to educational
purposes, or to return the whole to the
Federal Government. The only ques-
tion then for the Legislature to coneid-
er is whether #1e fund shall be malie
good to the University or whether it
shall be returped tojthe Federal Gov-
ernment.

Suppose it be returned to the Fed-
erel government, what then? The
people must be taxed to raise the en-
tire principal of the fund amounting
to 8135.000; the revival of the Univer-
sity will be deferred until some indef-
inite day in the far off future and the
yonth of the State who desire to ac-
quire such usefu! learning as may
fit them to epgge intelligently and
therafore proftably in agricultureorin
the mechanie arts will be deprived of
the opportunity.
